The towns of Rockaway and Dover, af 
the foot of the valley whence came th 
shattering blast, are outposts of the war 
section. - 

The further one goes up the valley the 
worse the Caved-in 
floors, gaping 
wrecked walls, 
passage of the huge Navy shells, detonated 
by the explosion. All through the night 
twelve and fourteen-inch shells continued 
io burst with terrifying reports in the 
ruined streets. 


RED CROSS AT WORK. 


Red Cross workers throughout the area 
are working feverishly to aid the wounded, 
to care for lost children, and to erect 
first-aid stations, at which the wounded, 
as they come in, can get immediate atten- 
tion. 

Many cases of shell-shock are reported, 
and people eiherwise unhurt are wander- 
ing about in a state of mental incoher- 
ence until they are picked up by rescuers, 
“bo place them in hospital pending the 
discovery of their relatives. 

Military rescue parties this morhing 
lecan the dangerous task of penetrating 
the shell area, and fourteen bodies have 
already been successfully evacuated from 
the wrecked buildings. 


SEARCH FOR ANTI-TOXIN. 
The medical authorities were seriously 
on Saturday night at the 
shortage of tetanus anti-toxin.

FOUR -"“ MOTH” MACHINES 
ARRIVE. 


SIX-HOUR: JOURNEY 
FROM LONDON.

The Free State Army Air Corps has 
been materially strengthened by the 
addition of four ‘‘ Moth ’’ machines, which 
arrived at the Baldonnell Aerodrome 
yesterday evening. ee 

The aeroplanes—tiny in comparison with 
the De Havilland 9—were brought over 
from England by four distinguished pilots, 
including Captain H. 8. Broad, who made 
the little “ Moth ’’ jump into world-wide 
fame by the brilliant manner in which he 
won the race for the King’s Cup on Satur- 
day last. 

The group was in charge of Lieutenant- 
Colonel the Master of Sempill, who had 
as passenger his wife, a daughter of Sir 
John Lavery, R.A. The remaining two 
machines were piloted by Major H. E. 
Hemming and Captain F. Courtney. The 
latter is acknowledged as one of the 
world’s best test pilots. He is in charge 
of the tests of the Auto-gyro, or windmill 
aeroplane, the latest development in the 
advance of aeronautical science. He had 
as passenger Captain Tymms, the British 
Air Ministry expert on navigation ques- 
tions. 

DEPARTURE FROM LOCNCON. 

The four “ Moths ’’ leit Stag lane Aero 
‘drome, London, at 12.50 p.m. They were 
seen off by the Free State High Commis- 
sioner in London and Sir John Lavery. 
Cruising at seventy miles an hour, they 
came down at the aerodrome near Chester 
for petrol, and landed at Baldonnell 
shortly before six o'clock, They were levi 
in by the Master of Sempill, and were 
received by Colonel Russell, O.C., and 
the officers of the Air Corps. 

All had a perfect journey from London, 
v ith no trouble of any kind. The visibility 
was good, but the sea between Holyhead 
and the Irish coast was completely hidden 
in fog. Captain Broad was warmly con- 
gratulated by the Irish airmen on his 
great achievement of Saturday last. To 
some extent his victory was a personal 
matter for the Irish Air Corps, because 
his winning of the race in a “ Moth” 
juctified Colonel Russell in the selection 
which he made months ago of that par- 
ticular type of machine as being of great 
value for the development of flying im this 
country. 

EIGHTY MILES AN HOUR. 

The ‘‘ Moth ' is the baby, both m age 
and size, of all the types of aeroplanes. 
It is.confidently expected that it is on the 
lines of this type that flying will become 
popular, and the light aeroplane clubs, 
becoming more and more 
Great Britain, are all

equipped with the type. 

The ‘‘ Moth ” is a two-seater machine, 
fitted with a 65 h.p. Cirrus engine. Her 
cruising speed is 80 miles an hour, but 
in the King’s Cup Race Captain Broad 
flew at an average speed of 90. That 
test of 1,500 miles, extended over two 
days, has established the trustworthiness 
of the “ Moth,” which has been described 
‘week-ender '” among aeroplanes.

the great disappointment of the 
majority of the huge company, that 
appeared much larger than that of Satur- 
day, England were completely outplayed 
at Leeds yesterday, and so another dark 
page in the history of Test matches at 
that ground has to be looked ;t. Sent in 
after losing the toss, Australia had on 
Saturday made 3566 for the loss of only 
three wickets; and, even if the later bats- 
men did not emulate the doings of most 
of those who had gone before, the visiting 
side succeeded in putting together the 
splendid total of 494. 

This not only made them absolutely safe 
from defeat, but, in view of what happened 
subsequently, placed them in a most com- 
manding position for putting their good for- 
tune to a successful issue. They were better 
than England in batting and fielding, their 
work in the latter respect being a strong con- 
trast to that of the home team, the English 
fielding during that long innings of seven 
hours and ten minutes being just ordinary, 
and, in many cases, lumbering. 


BRILLIANT AUSTRALIAN FIELDING. 

That of Australia, however, was brilliant. 
Andrews, at cover, or silly point, stopping 
all sorts of hits; while Taylor, in the long 
field, was delightful. All did well, and, time 
after time, a hit which, with England field- 
ing, would have been a four, was reduced to 
two by the chasing of the ball until the very 
Jast. With regard to the pitch there could be 
no complaint, for the rain of Saturday even- 
ing was followed by brilliant sunshine on 
Sunday, while yesterday the weather was 
mtensely hot, even during the long period 
when the sun was obscured. The wicket 
rolled out quite well, and was appreciably 
faster than before. 


MAURICE TATE IN FORM. 

The Australians’ innings did not end until 
Just before luncheon, the last seven wickets 
failing in two hours and twenty-five minutes 
for another 138 runs. ‘This was a distinctly 
good performance upon England’s part, due 
very lagwely to some excellent bowling by 
Maurice Tate, who sent down 18 overs, six 
of which were maidens, for 24 runs and three 
wickets. Two of these were obtained in three 
overs for two runs after he had gone on 
for the first time in the match at 
the pavilion end. He maintained a 
splendid length, and bowled with such 
life that nobody could do anything with 
him, and yet he had extremely bad luck, for 
tregory, when 5, was badly missed off him 
by Sutcliffe and Richardson was often beaten 
by off balls, which, for all he knew, he 
might have edged into the wicket-keeper’s or 
slip’s hands, Indeed, two very confident 
appeals for catch at wicket went in Richard- 
son’s favour. A glance at Tate’s analysis— 
fifty-one overs for 99 runs and four wickets— 
will convey some idea of the fine work that 
England’s best bowler accomplished. 

Woodfull did not give much more trouble, 
adding only 7 to his previous score of 154, 
before playing a fine ball with a cross bat 
and being bowled at 378, after batting alto- 
gether for just under five hours and for the 
most part playing very well indeed in his 
own particular way. It was not a stylish or 
attractive finnings, but thoroughly workman- 
like, and included twelve 4’s,: three ó s and 
fourteen 2’s. 


MORE MISTAKES. 
The partnership for the fourth wicket 
realised 129 ‘in an hour and _ three-quarters, 
and to show how England suffered from field- 
ing blunders, it need only be pointed out 
that the second wicket, which fell at 235, 
should have gone down at 2, while the fourth 
wicket, which ought to have fallen at 283 did 
not -go down until 378. For these mistakes 
England paid a very heavy price indeed. 
After Woodfull left, Gregory, favoured by 
his let off; made 26 ont of the next 33, and 
then at 452 Richardson, having, like Wood- 
full, obtained his first century in Test cricket, 
was sent out by Macaulay without adding to 
his score.

GROUNDED. | 
850 EXCURSIONISTS’ 
ADVENTURE. 


TAKEN OFF STEAMER 
NEAR ILFRACOMBE.

Dense fog, which suddenly sprung up 
between the Lizard and Holyhead, re- 
sulted in three ships getting into 
difficulties. ' 

The British steamer Melrose Abbey 
was sunk in collision with the steamer 
Gireson off the Lizard, but the crew were 
rescued, and landed yesterday at St. Ives 
by the Gireson. 

The steamer Kirkwynd, from Ostend to 
Preston with coal, stranded in Cymyrau 
Bay during a dense fog. The crew were 
safely landed. 


“ ROCKS AHEAD!” 

The steamboat Cambria, with about 850 
passengers on board, bound for Ilfracombe 
from Bristol, Cardiff, and Minehead, went 
ashore on the treacherous Rillage Point, 
about two miles west of Ilfracombe, about 
one o'clock yesterday afternoon. A dense 
fog suddenly swept up the Bristol Chan- 
nel, completely enveloping the coast ; the 
engines were slowed up, and a sharp look- 
out was kept. - 

Suddenly the look-out at the bow gave 
the signal ‘‘ Rocks ahead,” and the 
engines were reversed, but too late to 
prevent the vessel being carried on to the 
rocks. Fortunately the sea was like 4 
mill-pond, and there was no panic among 
the passengers. So slowly was the boat 
steaming that the shock as the bow struck 
was hardly perceptible. 


LIFEBOAT LAUNCHED. 

The passengers were ordered astern, in 
order to lighten the front of the vessel, 
but this had no effect. Rockets were fired 
for assistance, and immediately the Ilfra- 
combe lifeboat was launched, and several 
motor boats and launches were quickly on 
the scene. 

In the meantime Captain Livingstone, 
who was in charge of the Cambria, ordered 
the steamer's boats to be lowered, and in 
a short time several hundred women and 
children were landed. 

In less than an hour all the passengers 
were taken off the Rillage Point and had 
been landed by motor boat, some at 
Watermouth, some at Hele Bay, and 
others at Ilfracombe Pier. 


RETURN BY CHAR-A-BANGC. 

At 4.30 p.m. the Cambria was re-floated 
on the rising tide, and proceeded into 
Ilfracombe under her own steam. She 
appeared to have sustained very little 
damage. 

Char-a-bancs were chartered at Ilfra- 
combe for the conveyance to their homes 
of many of the Minehead passengers.

FARM WORKSUSPEN DED 
IN ENGLAND.

The spell of warm weather, which began 
in Dublin on Sunday, continued yesterday, 
and throughout the day the sun shone 
from a cloudless sky. The highest shade 
temperature recorded during the afternoon 
was 78 degrees. Another warm day is 


promised to-day. 
It was the hottest day of the year in 
many parts of England, where the 
temperature ranged between 81 and 84 de- 
groes in the shade. In some parts of the 
country farm work had to be suspended. 


RISING THERMOMETER. 


Se AAA 
LONG DAY’S SUNSHINE. 

The heat in Dublin yesterday was tempered 
by a breeze which blew for the most part 
from the ‘south-west. Between ó and 5.30 
p.m. the instruments of Messrs. Dixon and 
Hempenstall recorded a sun temperature of 
92 and a shade temperature of 75.5. The day 
was warmer later. In places cut off from the 
breeze the sun’s record went beyond the 100 
mark. 

The barometer also kept. rising slowly 
during the day, and at. ó o'clock it stood at 
30 degrees. The atmosphere throughout the 
day was remarkably clear. There was none 
of the land haze which generally acompanies 
hot weather, and those who were fortunate 
enough to be in the Pohenix Park during the 
evening hours had the enjoyment of glorious 
views across the mountains, on which every 
feature stood out with great distinctness. Air 


report that the Irish Sea was invisible to 
them because of fog. Not a trace of this 
was to be seen on the land at either side. 

The meteorological instruments. record a 
high rise in the underground temperature. 
At three o’clock the thermometer, placed four 
feet down in the earth, stood at 67, which is 
twelve degrees higher than any time during 
the month of June last. 


FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


Dublin’s warmest day last year was June 
10th, when the thermometer registered 78 
degrees. The highest temperature ever re- 
corded at the Dublin Meteorological Station 
was 87.2 degrees on July 16th, 1876. All the 
figures given aiw shade temperatures. 

An official of the Meteorological Office, in 
conversation with an Jrish Times reporter 
vesterday, said that the most interesting 
feature of the present spell of warm weather 
was the clearness of the atmosphere over the 
land. There was a mist, however, over the 
sea yesterday, and the headlands in Dublin 
and icklow were capped with clouds.

The barometer was remarkably steady and 
there was a warm south-west air current from 
low latitudes over the Atlantic and the 
adjoining north-west shores of Europe, which 
indivated a continuance of fine weather.

In London the marimum shade temperature 
during the day was 81. At Kew Observatory 
and South Farnborough the thermometer ran 
up to 85, a record also attained at Ilkley. 

The heat wave also extended to Scotland. 
Banft was bathed in «sunshine for nearly 
twelve hours, and the temperature reached 82. 

An official of the Air Ministry in London 
states that, owing to the radiation from 
buildings, a temperature of 74 really repre- 
sents 80 in the streets of London, and one of 
80 means that Londoners have to suffer 
tropical heat. ; 

It was the hottest day for the year at 
Cardiff, where 84 degrees in the shade was 
registered. The shade temperature at Lincoln

Great. credit for that belongs 
to the heads of both Governments. and, so 
far as the North is concerned. we single out 
for special recognition the splendid services 
of Sir James Craig. our highly’ esteemed 
Prime Minister.” (Cheers.) 

When unrest abounded on every hand. 
and the ship of State had to be steered 
through very troubled waters, he had a most 
strenuous time. No wonder, then, that he 
seeks a little relaxation now, and we hope 
that his visit to Canada, with Lady Craiz. 
which is immediately to take place. will he 
one of the happiest outings in both their 
lives.

SUPPORT OF LAWFUL AUTHORITY. 

Mr. Joseph Cunningham said that it “was 
essential when drastic changes were taking 
place that they should make their position 
quite clear. The words of the resolution 
should leave no doubt in the mind of any per- 
son :—‘*‘ That we declare our » whole-hearted 
support of lawfully-constituted authority and 
our aversion to anything that would tend -to 
overthrow it.” 

The mad action of extremist leaders nearly 
always recoiled on the workers whom they 
professed to bé so anxious to benefit. The 
general strike produced disastrous results for 
the railway workers and. others across the 
Channel, and gave a serious set-back to trade 
unionism. 

As Orangemen, they believed in lawfully- 
coustituted authority, for they recognised that 
once such authority was ignored and flouted 
they merged into chaos, disruption and ruin. 

The Rev. W. L. L. Lawrence, Grand 
Master of Ontario West, the largest provincial 
jurisdiction in British America, speaking on 
the subject of Empire unity, said that there 
were no stronger bonds uniting the hearts of 
the faithful, not only in Ontario West, but 
of all Canada, than the bonds of loyalty to 
the Throne and the unity of British Em- 
pire. It was not only in Ireland where the 
need existed cf such an organisation as the 
Orange Institution to maintain civil and re- 
ligious liberties, not only in Great Britain, 
where the present attempt was being made 
to pass the Roman Catholic Privileges Bill, 
but also in Canada, where there was con- 
stant need of live, aggressive, progressive, 
patriotic religious organisation such as the 
Loyal Orange Institution of British America 
to protect the rights of the Throne of Eng- 
land, and all that it stands for at the heart 
of the Empire, and throughout the Colonies.

“The agreement is signed. That is all 
I can tell you.” 


CAILLAUX made the announce- 
" ment dramatically im an interview 
in London yesterday afternoon. 

He flew to London yesterday morning 
in order to conclude and sign the debt- 
funding agreement with Mr. Churebill. 
On arrival at Croydon he was motored to 
the French Embassy, where be lunched 
the Ambassador. Mr. Churchill, 
who was amoryz the guests, afterwards had 
# long conversation with the French 
Finance Minister. 

M. Caillaux then went to tlie House of 
Commons, where he spent some time in 
the Distinguished Strangers’ Gallery. On 
leaving he was met by Mr. Churchill, and 
subsequontly the following official étate- 
ment was issued from the Treasury :— 


“M. Caillaux reached a complete 
agreement with Mr. Churchill to-day on 
the outstandi nts in connection with 
the funding ot the French war debt to 
Great Britain, and a definite funding 
agreement Was signed by the two 
Ministers on\ behalf of their respective 
Governments. The text of the agreement 
will be published on Tuesday evening.”’ 


M. Caillaux told an interviewer that 
he would return to France by air, leaving 
Croydon this morning. . He said that he 
was pleased with his visit—‘‘ as much as 
a man can bs pleased when he has signed 
something which is really disagreeable.”’

He declined to commit himself as to the 
probable result of the signing of the azree- 
ment on the exchange Value of the franc. 
He hoped that it would prevent any fall 
in the franc. but that was all he could 
say. “I am not the master of the 
markets,’ he added. : 

Discussing the probable opposition in 
France to the terms of the agreement. 
M. Caillaux remarked that, whatever the 
Ministers did, the critics would always be 
ready to point out how better terms could 
be obtained. 


A SAFEGUARDING CLAUSE. 


, 


It is understood (says The Times) that 
the agreement makes several new conces- 
sions to France. Although the annuity is 
nominally kept at £12,500,000 (the figure 
which was accepted in principle last 
autumn by the French Government in re- 
spect. of a total debt at March 31 last of 
£647 ,106,000), it is not expected that this 
amount will be actually paid by France 
until the fifth year. 

In his Budget speech, M. Peret, who 
was then Finance Minister, agreed to pay 
£4,000,000 this year, and presumably the 
intention is that the annuities should 
begin with this sum, and rise above 
£12.500,000 in the later vears, in order to 
make the average annual payment about 
£12,500.000. 

The principal outstanding question that 
had to be dealt with yesterday -was that 
of safeguarding the debtor in the event of 
Germany failing to fulfil her reparation 
obligations. The French have always felt 
a great nervousness on this point, and 
both in London and Washington the re- 
presentatives of France have repeatedly 
urged that. some provision should be made 
in any debt settlement for a possible revi- 
sion, should France not receive the 
amounts that Germany has undertaken to 
pay. ) 

There is reason to believe that Mr. 
Churchill has met French wishes on this 
point. It is hoped that Washington may 
also acree to introduce a “ safeguarding “ 
clause in the agreement for the settlement 
of the war debt to America. 


FRENCH FRANC FALLS 
TO 194. 


SEARCH FOR A REASON, 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

While M. Caillaux was flying to England 
to-day to meet Mr. Churchill, the French 
franc fell to the neighbourhood of 194 to the 
pound sterling, a new low record. ‘The fall 
is hard to account for, as there have been no 
new developments on the French political 
situation since the vote in the Chamber in 
the early hours of last Saturday. Indeed, 
the unfavourable impression first created by 
the meagre size of the Government s majority 
has since been somewhat modified, as opinion 
here is that the Government, having 
weathered the worst storm, stands a fair 


The encouraging forecasts of a Franco-British 
debt, settlement should have been another 
bullish factor. 

In explanation of the fall, it is pointed 
out that Brussels has been selling francs 
heavily, and that the fall of the Belgian 
franc reacts upon the French franc. Again, 
the Bourse being closed on Saturday, to-day 
was the first occasion the Bourse had of 
expressing officially, in terms of the rate of 
exchange, its reaction to the Government s 
narrow escape from defeat. 

Whatever its cause, to-day’s heavy fall 
once More demonstrates that the ways of the 
franc are peculiar.

At the Ballsbridge premises of the Royal 
Dublin Society not much evidence of out- 
ward activity is,to be expected, three 
weeks before the opening of the annual 
Horse Show. Organisation for that event 
was perfected years ago, and nowadays 
things fall into place marvellously without 
display of fussiness. Within the extensive 
bounds of the Ballsbridge property, never- 
theless, a good deal has been going on 
quietly since the Spring Show, and in the 
office the classifying and: reckoning of 
entries has resulted in figures that now 
can be declared. 


THE TOTAL ENTRIES. 
A STEADY ADVANCE. 


Here are the figures for the coming Show, 
in comparison with past years, revealing, as 
will be noted, a new “ record,’’ with a total

The important figures are those of the 
Hunter Classes—the classes that give the 
Dublin Show its special position. This year’s 
incregses give satisfaction to the Show Com- 
mittee on two grounds. The first, concern- 
ing themselves particularly, is the indication 
that the show is not suffering, as might 
have been expected, from the growing prac- 
tice of purchasing for export in advance of 
the show. Breeders are retaining some of 
the best horses for a show which they know 
is attended by visitors from all parts of the 
world, and marked by a steady demand for 
well-bred stock. The other satisfactory point 
relates to the industry in general, the slight 
increase in “ made” hunters, and the large 
increase in young horses suitable for hunters 
being taken to show that the breeding in- 
dustry is responding to indications that. the 
market for Irish hunters is growing. 


THE MILITARY EVENTS. 


Entries for the International Military Jump- 
ing Competition—a new event that has created 
remarkable public expectation of added spec- 
tacular interest—also are complete. Great 
Britain, Belgium, France, Switzerland, Hol- 
land, and, of course, the Free State have 
entered. Under this head a competition will 
take place on every afternoon of the show. 
For the last day—Friday—on which in former 
years there has been a ‘slackening of public 
interest as compared with the middle days 
of the week, the international *championship 
for teams of three horses has been fixed. This 
fixture will preserve the full interest of the 
jumping at Ballsbridge to the end of the 
show. 

Arrangements for direct transport of horses 
from the Continental countries were made to 
avoid any difficulties that might have arisen 
from the strike in Great Britain.. The Lep 
Transport Company has appointed a sailing of 
the ss. General Leman from Antwerp via 
Boulogne to bring the horses from ‘he 
Netherlands and France, arriving here on the 
morning of Saturday, 3lst July. The 
oficers and their orderlies will travel over- 
land and arrive on the evening of that day, 

Through the courtesy of the Free State 
Government, the Chief Secretary’s Lodge in 
Phoenix Park will be placed at the Society s 
disposal for the entertainment of the visiting 
officers. A special reception committee has 
been appointed by the Society to attend to 
the details of their visit, inclnding the 1n- 
vitations that are now reaching the Society 
from various bodies in Dublin and district 
that desire to show hospitality to the officers. 


THE BOOKINGS. 


In view of the arrangement made to spread 
the military competitions over the four days 
of the Show, the Society instituted this year 
four-day. bookings of seats. on the grand 
stands in the jumping enclosure. Hitherto 
there were only two-day bLookings for ‘the 
Tuesday-and Wednesday, At.the moment all 
the four-day seats and all the two-day seats 
are booked up, and’ only about 250 ee 
seats remain available for booking, divided 
between ‘luesday and Friday. Recognising, 
however, that many persons, especially visi- 
tors from afar, were unable to be so definite 
in theit plans as to book far ahead, the 
Society has reserved the two new wing 
stands, each accommodating about a thousand 
spectators, to be available, at a charge, to 
persons who arrive in time at the opening 
of the enclosure to secure seats there. * The 
seats on these stands will not be booked in 
advance. 

The demand for space for trade stands, in 
the Main and West Halls exceeded on the last 
date for applications the space available, and 
many would-be exhibitors were disappointed. 
The Society insists on preserving wide aisles 
and ample space for the public, and limits 
rigidly the space let. to traders. 

The bloodstock sales held in connection 
with the Show are recognised as having first- 
class importance, and rank next to those at 
Doncaster and Newmarket. The success of 
some horses purchased at. Ballsbridge at com- 
paratively small figures—notably, Diomedes 
and Knight of the Grail—has given a great 
impetus to the sales. This year the entries 
of thoroughbred yearlings, the primary in- 
terest of the sales, total over 600, as com- 
pared with 400 last year. Even last year the 
sales amounted to about £100,000, as com- 
pared with £66,000 in 1924, £34,000 in 1923, 
and £20,000 in 1922. Since the last Horse 
Show the sales paddock has been further im- 
proved by the provision of a further 150 per- 
manent loose boxes, as well as addition to 
accommodation of other kinds. 

Mention of general developments in the 
grounds and premises of the Showyard and 
members’ accommodation deserves separate 
space in a further account to-morrow.

MISS GERTRUDE BELL,

Miss Gertrude Bell. the writer and Arabic 
scholar, who was Oriental ‘Secretary to the 
High Commissioner, died during her sleep 
at Bagdad on Sunday night. 

In an obituary notice, The Times says :— 
Miss Bell, daughter of Sir Hugh Bell, the 
great Yorks irenmaster, was, pérhaps, the 
most distinguished woman of our day in.the 
field of oriental exploration, archzology, and 
literature, and in the service of the Empire 
in Iraq. Her life has been in some ways 
quite unique, for -she is the only 
woman’ who has travelled right across 
the wild deserts of Arabia, winning 
for herself the gold medal. of the Royal 
Geographical Society, and who, having placed 
her rare knowledge of the East at the disposal 
of the British authorities during the Great 
War and had been sent to Bagdad after the 
British occupation, has held a -high position 
in. the Political Department of the Govern- 
ment of India, originally in charge of Meso- 
potamian affairs. Her premature death must 
be ascribed to the deep interest in her work, 
and to the unflinching sense of duty; which, 
except for two yery short holidays at home, 
kept her. for néarly ten years almost con- 
tinuously at Bagdad, even during the torril 
heat of the Mesopotamian summers, when the 
thermometer stands for weeks together about 
and above 120 degrees in the shade.

THE COAL MINES. 


SERIOUS POSITION IN 
NORTH WALES,

FROM THE LABOUR CORRESPONDENT OF 
“THe Tregs,”’ 

The only news of miners returning to work 
comes from Warwickshire, where 2,500 men, 
including 1,300 “' safety ” men, were re- 
ported to be working yesterday, an increase 
of 500 upon the number working last week. 
The terms offered by the Warwickshire 
owners for an eight-hour day show an in- 
crease on the rates paid last April, and they 
will remain in force until the end of March. 
It is probable that a meeting of the Miners’ 
National Executive will be held this 
week. Whether a delegate con- 
fererice will follow next week will 
depend to a large extent on the course of 
events. The delegates will certainly be 
called together if there is any sign of the 
men acting contrary to the leaders’ advice. 
“The position in North Wales is serious. 
The coalfiela employs about 17,500 men, and 
in the first quarter of this year produced 
over 900,000 tons of coal. The colliery 
owners met yesterday for the second time tu 
consider what rates of wages should be 
offered, and separated without reaching a de- 
cision, because of uncertainty, first as to 
what terms would allow of the compazrics 
continuing operations, and also as to the 
number of pits that will be able to 
re-open. It is feared that some 
of the older mines are doomed. The 
brief statement issued after the meet 
ing said that the representatives present 
were unable to decide what collieries in the 
North Wales area would ever open again, or 
what percentage on basis should be offered 
owing to division of opinion as to what the 
reduction. would have to be to enable col- 
lieries to operate. The meeting was further 
adjourned. 

Mr. Herbert Smith, the President of the 
Miners’ Federation, again, hinted yesterday 
at the possibility of the miners ultimately 
accepting a reduction of wages, but his 
language was no more definite than it has 
been before. .He was absolutely unyielding 
on the question of hours. Apparently he 
is not prepared even to contemplate negotia- 
tions so long as a lengthening of the work- 
ing day would be put before the miners for 
consideration. 


HOW THE EXPLOSION 
OCCURRED. 


FAILURE OF ELABORATE 
SAFETY DEVICES. 
From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 
Officials here are holding a series «i 
conferences to discuss the explosion and its 


causes and effects, and the. precautions to 
be taken against its recurrence. Although 


it was generally believed that the wrecked 


| arsenal was already guarded by every pos- 


sible safety device, the generally accepted 
theory is that the explosion was started 
by lightning, which struck shed No. 8, a 
one-storey building of brick, protected by 
a heavy double copper wire, as a lightning 
arrester. 

The lightning, it is thought, set fire to 
the powder stored in it, and the intensity 
of the conflagration was sufficient to de- 
tonate the explosives, while fragments of 
the burning building carried by the wind, 
set fire to other buildings in the neich- 
bourhood. 

Mr. Davies, the Secretary of Labour, 
after a personal visit to the explosion area, 
expressed the opinion that although the 
wrecked arsenal had been planned with 
every possible care, the Government would 
have to change its methods, and place the 
buildings so far apart that if an explosion 
eccurred at one, it would not cause explo- 
sions at others.

HOLIDAY-MAKERS’ EFFORT 
TO SAVE BUNGALOWS, 
Holiday-makers at Portrush formed a 
living chain from the sea to a large 


day, and passed buckets of water along 
continually, while firemen and other 
helpers plied lines of hose on ibe flan es. 
Despite their efforts, however, the bungalow 
was virtually destroyed, and Ossory, an 
adjoining bungalow, became enveloped in 
the flames and was considerably damaged. 

Thousands of people assembled . long the 
sea front at the ladies’ bathing place and 
followed the efforts of the fire-fighte~. 

Brien-na-Mara, the residence cf Mr. 
Thomas Bamford, fell an easy victim to 
the flames. After two hours the roof had 
collapsed, only the charred and blackened 
walls remaining. Ossory, which is owned 
by the Misses Fitzpatrick, of the Seabank 
Hotel, shared a similar fate, although the 
damage there was not quite so extensive. 

For a time it looked as if the Seabank 
Hotel, which is linked up with Ossory, 
would also be enveloy d; but the fire- 
fighters worked with such energy «ad 
success that it was preserved intact. The 
damage is, roughly, estimated at about 
£3,000. 

Mr. John Bamford, son of Mr, Thomas 
Bamford, while helping to remove furni- 
ture from the burning house, was over- 
come by smoke and fainted.

INQUIRY INTO DELAY 
SUGGESTED. 


The record of the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ 
Housing Trust has been far short of the 
expectations of ex-Service men in Ireland 
who served with British Forces in the 
Great War. The Legion of Ex-Service 
Men considers that an inquiry ought to 
be held into the working of the Trust. 
That, at least, is the conviction of the 
Free State section of the Legion, and it 
is not unlikely that the demand for an 
inquiry will be taken up by the Legion 
headquarters in London. 


THE TRUST. 
MEN’S DISAPPOINTMENT. 


The one fact stated in a letter addressed to 
the Jrish Times a few days ago by the Frée 
State officers of the Legion—that from the 
constitution of the Trust on January ‘Ist, 
1924, to January Ist, 1926, no houses were 
built with the exception of a few at Thurles 
—alone would seem to be sufficient ground 
for inquiry. The houses at Thurles, it should 


be explained, numbered about 20, and were 


built in pursuance of an engagement entered 
into before the constitution of the Trust, and 
to avoid a forfeit of some thousands of 
pounds that would have been due had the 
scheme been abandoned. 

Ex-Service men complain not only that the 
Trust did no building for two vears, but also 
that it is still impossible to ascertain what 
the Trust intends to do. The delays, and the 
excuses made in response to repeated com- 
plaints, have been galling to the hundreds of © 
ex-Service men, who believed that something 
would have heen done for them; while public 
men who took part in recruiting efforts dur- 
ing the war, and gave to volunteers certain 
assurances regarding the future if they re- 
turned alive, turn hot with shame when they 
regard the position. 


A LACK OF INFORMATION. 

The Trustees representing the Free State 
ought to be aware that, rightly or wrongly, 
ex-Servite men of a responsible and sober 
type, are saying that they owe some 
account of their  trusteeship. In a 
conversational way it has been pleaded that 
the Trustees had to take stock of a position 
which had been reached in a somewhat hap- 
hazard way. To this point, which, no doubt, 
was not put forward as more than a part of 
the defence, critics answer that a staff which, 
for its size, had not been over-pressed with 
business in the period before the constitution 
of the Trust, should have been able to give 
the Trustees all the data, if. not at their first, 
then at their second meeting. 

These criticisms are mixed, in the discus- 
sions of ex-Service men, with much adverse 
comment on design, construction, siting, and 
cost of some of the houses that were erected 
in the days when the housing programme® was 
in the hands of a Branch, first of the Local 
Government Board and then of the British 
Colonial Office. These matters, however, 
concern the present authority only as lessons 
to be taken to heart in its own building 


operations, and as considerations in the ad- ' 


justment of rents. Utter lack of construc- 
tional accomplishment of its own is. the 
matter on which the Trust is now—it is 
hardly too strong a word to express the atti- 
tude in ex-Service quarters—arraigned : that, 
coupled with lack of indication of resolve 
even now to proceed.

Patrick Naughton had, at the time of his 
disappearance a sum of £221 on deposit 
account in the Rathkeale branch of the 
National Bank, Ltd., and no demand had
